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Man is charged over 
Kirtling Tower raid

A MAN appeared in court this 
week accused of burglary at 
Lord and Lady Fairhaven’s 
home near Newmarket. 

The raid happened more than two 
years ago when original racing 
trophies associated with the Guineas 
horse races at Newmarket were 
stolen from the couple’s home at 
Kirtling Tower together with other 
antiques believed to have been worth 
several hundred thousand pounds. 

It is unclear whether any of the stolen 
property has been recovered. 

But earlier this week police arrested 
Peter O’Halloran, 34, in London and took 
him to Gloucester where he was charged 
with the burglary. 

He later appeared before magistrates at 
Cheltenham. 

Lord Fairhaven, a former Jockey Club 
steward and chairman of Newmarket’s 
National Horseracing Museum, said at the 
time he and his wife were “extremely 
distressed” at the theft. 

A lone burglar was disturbed by a 
member of Lord and Lady Fairhaven’s 
staff. But he managed to get away with a 
haul, which included antique silver 
candlesticks. 

Police later issued photographs of some 
of the stolen antiques in the hope that 
someone would recognise them. 

The Fairhavens have made Kirtling 
Tower their main residence since moving 
out of historic Anglesey Abbey, now owned 
by the National Trust. 

The case is expected to be heard at a 
Crown court trial.

Plea for new hotel 
plans to be passed 


A NEW bid has been made to 
win planning approval for a 
controversial hotel scheme. 

Developers behind plans to 
build a 75-room hotel in the 
centre of Newmarket wrote to all 
27 members of Forest Heath 
District Council in advance of a 
planning committee meeting due 
to be held last night. 

Members of the committee had 
indicated that they intended to 
refuse to grant planning permis¬ 
sion for the redevelopment of the 
Technical Institute site which lies 
between Fordham Road, Fred 
Archer Way and Exeter Road. 

Developers Reef Estates were 
previously granted permission 
for a development of flats and 
restaurants. 

But following the economic 
downturn, they switched their 
plans to build a hotel instead. 

The scheme has been opposed 
by some of the town’s racehorse

trainers who were worried that 
increased traffic would make it 
more difficult for their horses to 
cross roads in the area. 

Jockey Club Estates was also 
opposing the scheme as were 
other hotels in the town. 

Councillors who considered the 
scheme last month indicated that 
they were “minded” to refuse 
planning permission because 
there were no parking spaces 
planned in the development for 
guests or staff at the hotel. 

They were also concerned that 
there would not be enough spaces 
for guests to be dropped off or 
picked up outside the hotel ent¬ 
rance or for delivery vehicles. 

But council planners were 
recommending that the scheme 
should be approved. 

Since the January meeting 


Reef, based in London, has 
written to councillors in support 
of amended plans showing more 
space for deliveries and guests to 
pick up and drop off. 

The company has also provided 
a disabled parking space. 

Developers argue that there 
would be enough spare parking 
spaces for guests in the nearby 
Guineas Centre multi-storey car 
park. 

County council roads experts 
have said there is no need for 
parking spaces on the hotel site 
because it is in a “sustainable 
town centre location”. 

District council planners had 
warned that refusal of planning 
permission could be overturned 
on appeal. 

But leading racehorse trainer 
John Gosden described the 
scheme as “sheer madness” at an 
open town council meeting last 
week. 


USAF search for 
lost plane part 

AMERICAN Air Force chiefs 
have appealed for help in 
tracing a metal panel which 
fell off one of its planes. 

The panel, measuring 1ft by 
3ft, fell off the left wing of a 
KC-135 Stratotanker plane 
from the Mildenhall base. 

It was noted to be missing 
when the plane landed at the 
base last Wednesday night 
after a routine air-to-air 
refuelling mission. 

Officials believe the panel 
may be in an area south of 
the base or in line with the 
runway 

Last November a landing 
gear door fell off another of 
the base’s planes and in a 
previous incident a chaff 
canister fell off a C-130 
transport plane from the 
base.

Armed gang members given 
life sentences for bank raids 


A TRIO of armed robbers - in¬ 
cluding one from the Newmarket 
area - have been given life sen¬ 
tences for a series of violent raids. 

Nicholas Drakou, 42, of Hartfield 
Road, Burrough Green, was described as 
“weak and easily led” by Judge Peter 
Birts QC when he passed sentence at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court in London. 

Drakou was convicted of conspiracy 
to rob and conspiracy to have firearms 
or imitation firearms with intent to 
commit an indictable offence. 

He will have to serve a minimum of 
seven years before being considered for 
release. 

Two other gang members, Edward 
Levy, 42, from Walthamstow, east 
London, and Mark Vernage, 41, of East 
Ham, east London, were also given life 
sentences. Levy must serve a minimum 
of 10 years and Vernage, who admitted 
charges against him, must serve seven 
years. 

The court heard that the gang carried 
out raids at banks and shops in Essex 


and east London. In one robbery at the 
Lloyds TSB branch in Harold Hill, 
Essex, in December 2006, Levy fired a 
hand gun and hit a security guard with 
the weapon so hard that it shattered. 

They got away with £25,000 and three 
months later they stole a similar 
amount from the NatWest bank in South 
Woodford. 

In April 2007, they got away with 
£200,000 from the HSBC branch in 
Loughton after cashier Shilpa Patel gave 
them the secret door codes. 

Police marksmen were waiting when 
the next raid was carried out later the 
same year at Debenhams in Romford. 

Shilpa Patel, 30, and Trusha Patel, 39, 
who helped Vernage get through staff 
areas at Debenhams, were both given 10- 
year sentences. Nitin Patel, 39, of Ilford, 
Essex, was also given a 10-year sentence 
for conspiracy to have firearms or 
imitation firearms. 

Abdulhamid Eldow, 48, of Waltham¬ 
stow, was jailed for three years for illegal 
possession of a gun and ammunition. 


Thug sentenced for attack on man 


THE victim of a “totally un¬ 
provoked alcohol-fuelled assault” 
was thrown to the ground and 
kicked. 

Michael Smith was attacked by 
two men in a case of mistaken 
identity a court heard. 

One of the attackers, Matthew 
Moss, 20, of George Lambton 
Avenue, Newmarket, was sent¬ 
enced by magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds on Tuesday for his part 
in the assault which he admitted. 

He was made the subject of a 
community order which included 
a requirement for 150 hours of 
unpaid work and electronic 
tagging to enforce a curfew 
between 9pm and 6am for three 
months. 

In addition he was ordered to 
pay £500 compensation to Mr 


Smith and £60 prosecution costs. 

In a separate hearing last 
month the other man who 
admitted assaulting Mr Smith, 
Matthew Avis, 19, of Churchill 
Avenue, Newmarket, was given a 
suspended 10-week prison 
sentence. He was made the 
subject of 24 months supervision 
including 12 weeks being 
electronically tagged to enforce a 
9pm to 6am curfew. He was also 
ordered to pay £500 compensation 
to Mr Smith. 

Ian Devine, prosecuting, said 
the incident happened in Bury St 
Edmunds in the early hours of 
November 11 as Mr Smith was 
walking home from a club with a 
young woman. 

Mr Devine said that Moss 
wrongly thought that Mr Smith 


was the man he had a 
disagreement with earlier in the 
evening. 

“He now accepts he was totally 
wrong and it was a case of 
mistaken identity,” said Mr 
Devine, who described the attack 
as totally unprovoked and 
alcohol-fuelled. 

He said Avis launched the 
assault on Mr Smith, getting him 
in a head-lock, punching him in 
the face and throwing him to the 
ground where he was kicked by 
both men. 

Mr Smith suffered cuts and 
abrasions as a result of the 
assault. 

Claire Lockwood, defence 
solicitor, said Moss was willing to 
be subject of a community order.

“We have sold 
horses to places 
as diverse as 
Kazakhstan, 

Libya, Lebanon 
and Saudi Arabia 
as well as the 
more traditional 
overseas markets, 
and online 
bidders have 
been active. 
“Domestic de¬ 
mand has been 
cautious at best, 
but we have to be 
realistic in our 
expectations.”

home in 
southern 
and 
eastern 
Europe is 
reported 
to be the first of its species to be 
seen in west Suffolk. 

The shrike is a scarce winter 
visitor to Britain from its 
breeding grounds in 
Scandinavia. One has been 
spotted in the past at the Wicken 
Fen reserve. 

Lakenheath Fen was set up by 
the Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds in 1996 when 
more than 150 acres of former 
carrot fields were flooded to 
create a wetland area with the 
aim of attracting birds not seen 
in the fens for decades.

County bid to 
close schools 
wins approval 


PROPOSALS to close five 
schools in the Newmarket 
and Mildenhall areas have 
been approved. 

Suffolk County Council’s 
cabinet last week accepted recom¬ 
mendations to close middle 
schools as part of a switch to two- 
tier education across the county 

But the move which will mean 
the end of middle schools in the 
Forest Heath district by 2012, 
could be the subject of a legal 
challenge by the district council. 

Forest Heath District Council 
opposes the school closures and 
has said it could force a judicial 
review of the county’s plans. 

After the county council cabinet 
meeting last week Cllr Ruth Allen, 
a district councillor and a leader 
of the Newmarket campaign 
against closures, said she would 
be pressing the district council to 
take action. 

Cllr Bill Bishop, a county and 
district councillor for Brandon, 
said he would be pressing for legal 
moves and the intervention of the 
schools adjudicator over the plans 
to close Breckland Middle School 
in Brandon. 

The county council has argued 
that the switch to two-tier edu¬ 
cation is necessary to improve 
results. 

Cllr Patricia O’Brien, portfolio 
holder for children, schools and 
young people’s services, said: 
“This is a blueprint for the future 
of education which will ensure 
improvement takes place across

all Suffolk schools.” 

She said that out of 59 schools 
affected by the current round of 
reorganisation only six generated 
any major objections. 

One of the major issues in 
Newmarket was the suggested 
merger between the town’s 
Paddocks and Houldsworth Valley 
primary schools. 

The proposal has been dropped 
“for now” to the delight of parents 
who campaigned against it. Both 
schools are to be extended but 
county officials have said the 
issue may need to be reconsidered 
in future. 

Cllr O’Brien said talks were 
already taking place between 
Newmarket College and the 
town’s two middle schools about 
ensuring the transition takes 
place smoothly 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, who repre¬ 
sents Newmarket and Red Lodge, 
said: “Improving standards is a 
priority” 

But Cllr Kevan Lim said: “Why 
is it that most parents are not 
convinced that this is going to 
lead to a better standard of edu¬ 
cation? Clearly there is something 
fundamentally wrong in the way 
the council has been presenting 
its case.” 

The changes will be subject to a 
further six week consultation 
period after the publication of 
formal legal notices.

Lakenheath crossing 
Vorst for misuse’

LEVEL crossings in the 
region are among the 
worst for motorists and 
pedestrians regularly 
running the risk of being 
killed or seriously inj¬ 
ured by trains. 

Network Rail had revealed that 
there were nearly 500 incidents of 
level crossing “misuse” in 2008 
and one in five led to a potentially 
fatal near-miss with a train. 

The worst record was at 
Lakenheath where there were 20 
incidents including three 
classified as near-misses. 

There were 11 incidents at Ely 
and another 11 incidents at 
Downham Market, including two 
classified as near misses. 

Last October a 22-year-old 
driver was arrested on suspicion 
of driving under the influence of 
drink or drugs, as well as other 
offences, after his car collided 
with a train at a level crossing at 
Padnal Bank, near Ely

Network rail has reported that 
more than 55 days of delays to 
trains and passengers occurred 
last year with a cost to the 
company of £1.8 million because 
of the reckless actions of some 
crossing users. 

But the company has said the 
real cost is much higher as the 
figure does not include damage to 
trains, tracks or staff time 
involved in dealing with the 
aftermath. 

Iain Coucher, Network Rail 
chief executive, said: “The 
toughest consequence of break¬ 
ing the law at a level crossing is 
to lose your life - thankfully that 
doesn’t happen very often. 

“Every week we see people 
who ignore warning signs and 
lights or drive round barriers at 
level crossings just to save a few 
minutes. 


“This behaviour has the 
potential for massive damage, 
disruption and death. 

“We think that the judiciary 
penalties received need to reflect 
the seriousness of these crimes 
and are calling on the judiciary 
to consider all these factors when 
handing down sentences.” 

Of the 500 incidents reported 
in the region last year, almost a 
quarter occurred at just 10 level 
crossings, including those at 
Lakenheath, Ely and Downham 
Market. 

Network Rail is supporting 
moves to bring in tougher 
sentences for those who ignore 
red lights at level crossings or 
swerve around barriers. 

Last year, there were more than 
3,400 incidents of misuse at level 
crossings across the country and 
15 pedestrian died at level 
crossings in the same period. 

A television and radio advert¬ 
ising campaign has been relaunched 
this month in a bid to reduce the toll 
of death and injuries.

BURY ST EDMUNDS 
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& 1.2 billion ‘already set 
aside to rebuild A14’

THE cash is there - and 
we’re getting ready to go. 

The massive sum of money 
needed to rebuild the A14 - £1.2 
billion - is being set aside in 
Treasury coffers. 

Campaigners battling to get the 
Road to Hell revamped say they 
have been given the assurance by 
Lord Adonis, the Minister for 
Transport, who is responsible for 
strategic roads. 

Four leading campaigners - 
Cambridgeshire MPs Andrew 
Lansley and Jim Paice, Camb¬ 
ridgeshire county councillor Matt 
Bradney, and John Bridge, chief 
executive of Cambridgeshire 
Chambers of Commerce, took part 
in a five-way telephone conference 
with the minister. 

Mr Lansley said: “We asked 
Lord Adonis whether mechanisms 
could be found to proceed with 
some parts of the A14 scheme sep¬ 
arately, to try to speed things up, 
bearing in mind that some aspects 
might still be subject to public 
inquiry 

“He wasn’t able to say yes to all 
our suggestions, but he did say it 
might be possible to start prepar¬

atory work on access roads to the 
new town of Northstowe. 

“However, he also told us that 
the money to rebuild the A14 is 
there - and that there is no quest¬ 
ion that the scheme will not be 
funded. 

“That is very good news. 

“He also said that he under¬ 
stands the concerns of people in 
Cambridgeshire about the A14 and 
that he intends to take a personal 
interest in ensuring the scheme 
goes ahead.” 

Mr Bridge said: “Since we spoke 


I have written to the minister, 
thanking him for the funding 
commitment. I’m very encouraged 
that at last there has been a 
promise that the money will be 
there. 

“What we now also need is an 
assurance that the Highways 
Agency will not repeat its past 
inadequacy and will ensure that it 
follows the correct procedures - 
and also get on with the scheme as 
quickly as possible.” 

News of the Government 
commitment to the A14 coincided 


with an announcement from the 
Department for Transport that 
local councils in East Anglia will 
get a £16 million boost to improve 
local roads. 

The funding - in addition to the 
£272 million already allocated for 
highways maintenance in the 
region - will pay for projects like 
resurfacing. 

Cambridgeshire’s share of the 
money will total £1.14 million, paid 
over two years, and Hertfordshire 
will get £4.9 million. Suffolk will 
receive just over £1.8 million. 


Traffic to be 
disrupted by 
pipe work 

ONE of Cambridge’s major roads is set 
for six weeks of disruption. 

In less than a fortnight’s time, National 
Grid will dig up part of Huntingdon Road 
so gas pipes underneath it can be 
upgraded. 

A 200-metre stretch of the road will be 
affected, from the junction with 
Whitehouse Lane to the junction with 
Oxford Road, from Tuesday, February 17. 
The road will be reduced to one lane, with 
traffic lights in operation from 8.30am to 
5pm, although they will be taken down at 
the end of each working day, allowing 
normal two-way traffic flow to resume. 
Huntingdon Road is one of the city’s 
busiest arterial routes - with 15,000 
vehicles streaming along it every day. 
National Grid says the work is needed to 
replace the iron mains under the road with 
“new durable plastic pipes that have a 
life-span of 80 years if left undisturbed in 
the ground”. 

Construction engineer David Jewson said 
the traffic lights were necessary “to 
safeguard engineers and road-users while 
the work is under way”. 

He said: “These works are essential to 
ensure that local people can continue to 
enjoy safe and reliable gas supplies. 
Safety is our top priority and temporary 
traffic lights will be necessary. 

“I would like to apologise for any 
inconvenience caused by our works. We 
will endeavour to complete the project as 
soon as we can.”

COUNCIL taxpayers could be left 
with a legal bill for £80,000 for an 
employment tribunal case brought 
by a late teacher’s family 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
costs of contesting the claim brought by 
the family of Andrew Lloyd, a former 
teacher at Bottisham Village College, 
have been revealed after an application 
under the Freedom of Information Act 
made by Paul Jackson, Mr Lloyd’s 
cousin. 

The county has employed Eversheds 
solicitors and barrister George Foxwell 
to conduct its case, which is adjourned 
until September following a week of 
hearings at the tribunal in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Mr Jackson, a solicitor, is conducting 
claims for unfair dismissal, breach of 
contract, disability discrimination and 
sex discrimination. He is also claiming 
that outstanding pay is still owed. 

Mr Lloyd, a teacher at the school 
since 1989, died from cancer in 2007 
after resigning from the school. His 
family is claiming that his resignation 
was constructive dismissal. 

Mr Lloyd, who was 56 and lived at 
Riverside, Cambridge, was suspended at 
the end of 2005 after a girl pupil com-

plained that he had assaulted her. 
Earlier the same year he had been given 
an oral warning by Kate Evans, the 
college principal, after a different girl 
complained he had “grabbed” her wrist, 
the tribunal heard. 

He subsequently submitted a 
complaint under the college grievance 
procedure. 

Former pupils have set up a “Justice 
for Mr Lloyd” page on the Facebook 


social networking site which has so far 
had more than 570 contributions. 

Mr Jackson, of Blinco Grove, Cam¬ 
bridge, said documents released by the 
county council under the Freedom of 
Information Act showed legal costs of 
around £13,500 had been incurred to the 
end of January and the total costs were 
estimated at £80,000. 

He said: “This comes at a time of 
extreme pressure on public spending 
when the council is hard pushed to 
cover what it should, let alone litigation 
that should have been settled pre¬ 
tribunal. 

“The council has never proposed a 
figure in settlement of Andrew Lloyd’s 
claim. Settlement negotiations would 
have been the normal commercial 
approach when faced with litigation. In 
effect, every local citizen is subsidising 
this foolishness.” 

Mr Jackson said he had also received 
a letter from Mark Lloyd, the county 
council’s chief executive, expressing 
concern about comments Mr Jackson 
has posted on the Facebook page. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council said: “It would be 
inappropriate to comment on the 
specific details. 

“However, the council is sensitive to 
the costs of defending litigation and 
always seeks best value. In this case, the 
costs reflect the complexity and value of 
the claim.”

A MODERN lecture 
theatre is to be created in 
an old granary building 
at Newmarket’s National 
Stud. 

The scheme will allow horses 
to be brought in to the building 
to be part of live presentations 
to students. 

The cost of the scheme and 
the source of funding for the 
work is not being revealed by 
the Stud, which was last year 
taken over by the Jockey Club.

Play reminds us of difficulties of adolescence 


THERE is beauty in something 
that leaves you wanting more 
and yet is complete in itself - 
and this is the secret created by 
Laura Watson, with her original 
play, Angel in the Park, written 
specially for Newmarket’s 
Young NOMADS.

As with all Young NOMADS 
productions, it is a superb team 
effort, directed by Wallace 
Wareham and Jamie Maguire, 
with the youngsters providing 
the stage crew and props team 
and stage management by 
Dani Scharpf. The play tells of 


sisters Gemma and Chloe who 
are losing their mother, and so 
much more, at this vital time in 
their young lives. It plots the 
camaraderie of Billy and Adam; 
the antagonistic doubts of 
Manda and Nick, and the fey 
little Josh, who befriends the 
strange runaway and nameless 
child. 

Fern Wareham as Chloe is 
brilliant - with a relentless anger 
and sorrow at the loss of her 
mother, matched superbly by 
Heather (Gemma Hunt) who 
feels it all, but in a different way. 
With Adam (Tom Bunting) and 
Billy (Stefan Stavrakakis) there 


is such a depth of feeling. 

Alexa Daish as Manda is 
proving herself to be a 
formidable member of Young 
NOMADS and is well matched 
with Julian Bruton as Nick. 

Louis Williams as always has 
that extra sort of chirpiness in 
whatever part he plays, and this 
is no exception in his role as 
Josh. And the dark little 
character of the understated, 
Runaway Child, is very 
effectively played by Alex 
Alvarez Cubitt.

The title refers to a medieval sword 
dance which influenced early 
forms of Morris dancing and still 
flourishes in Latin America. It deftly 
reflects the kind of cultural cross 
over that defines the band. 

“The heart of it is that we play 
traditional English songs and tunes 
but we try and do it in as fun a way 
as possible, particularly live when 
we try and bring out the mad, 
crazy, fun side of English folk 
music which you don’t necessarily 
see that much of,” explains Jon. 


“It’s a jump-up-and-down sort of a 
gig rather than a sit-and-listen sort. 
“It was a bit frustrating when we 
were just a duo. We weren’t often 
getting put on last at festivals but 
on the rare occasions that we did 
it was fantastic because when 
you’re on last everyone dances. 
“So we thought it would be fun to 
have a band that could close the 
night - and then we thought if 
we’re going to expand a bit we 
might as well expand a lot.” 
Bellowhead now has 11 regular 
members and have become a 
much talked about force on the 
festival circuit.

Megane Coupe turns on charm 


LOOKS good, doesn’t it? If 
you’re going to call your car 
a coupe you might as well 
make an effort in the design 
department, writes Iain 
Dooley. Too many three-door 
hatchbacks get the coupe 
moniker but fail to live up 
to it. 

Not so Renault’s latest- 
generation Megane. Even in five- 
door family-friendly form it’s more 
streamlined. The three-door 
variantis also sleek, racy-looking 
and far more desirable than before. 

That last sentiment is, obviously, 
subjective. With beauty being in 
the eye of the beholder and all 
that, the old car’s bold haunches, 
upright tailgate and prominent 
nose did find favour with many 
buyers, but it was hardly coupe 
material. Which is probably why it 
wasn’t called one. 

But why buy a family-hatch-size 
car with only three doors if you’re 
not interested in cars? The 
practicality argument doesn’t hold 
water, so you might as well get 
something that looks good and 
drives well. 


One out of two is usually all you 
can hope for with the current 
choice in the market. Renault’s 
Megane Coupe aims to tick both 
those boxes with its sophisticated 
looking and engaging three-door 
hatch, sorry, coupe. 

In essence, Renault is treating 
this Megane as a separate car with 
a separate personality from its 
five-door relative. The decision is 
justified, not least because the 
coupe model boasts a more daring, 
racy nose. At the rear the upright 
design of tailgate and window has 
gone, replaced by a rakish third 
door. 

Overall the new look is a squat 
one - but in the nicest sense. The 
car’s lowered and stiffened 
suspension is not only functional 
but also, it would appear, helps 
boost the car’s visual appeal. 

The car’s dramatic sloping roof 
also does much to create an 
intimate cabin ambience. And true 
to form, the layout and execution 
of the various controls and 
displays are first rate. 

It doesn’t disappoint on the road, 
either. For all the references to 
“performance” and “sporty” 
characteristics the Megane Coupe 



isn’t, strictly 
speaking, a 
performance 
car. It’s not a 
hot hatch, GTI- 
baiting 
machine, for 
instance. What 
it is, though, is 
brisk and 
rounded, 
reminding you 
that you don’t 
have to be 
traveling at a 
million mph to 
have fun. 

The Megane Coupe achieves this 
through a combination a supple 
ride (although it’s lowered and 
stiffened slightly over the five- 
door), accurate steering and a 
range of impressive engines. From 
a variable valve 1.6 to a blown 2.0- 
litre petrol and a 1.5 to 1.9 diesel, 
there’s no shortage of choice or 
power - the full span is from 86 to 
180 horsepower. 

Picking a high achiever is 
difficult, but the current market 
dictates that the 130 horsepower 
1.9 diesel shouldn’t be far from 
your mind. For the decadent

among you the 2.0-litre turbo 
petrol motor and its 180 
horsepower is also worth a look.

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We aim to prove 
ourselves and show 
that the club will be 
run professionally 
and put the faith 
back into supporters 
who have been 
kicked in the teeth 
for the past year 
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
